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The Speech of Villiam Paul, a Clergyman. 


Good People, | 

Am juſt going to make my Appearance in the other World, where I muſt give 
an Account of all the Actions of my paſt Life; and tho? I have endeavour'd to make 
— Peace with God, by fincerely repenting of all my Sins; yet foraſmuch as ſeve- 
ral of them are of a publick Nature, I take it to be my Duty to declare here, in the 

Face of the World, my hearty Abhorrence and Deteſtation of them. 
And firſt T ask Pardon of GOD and the King, for having violated my Loyalty, by 
taking moſt abominable Oaths, in defence of Uſurpation, againſt my lawful Sovereign 


King 2 the Third. 
And a> Ist Para of all D... whom I heave Injured or Offended; ſo ] do eſpeci- 


ally deſire Forgiveneſs of all thoſe whom J have ſcandalized by Pleading Guilty. I am 
ſenſible that it is a baſe and diſhonourable Action, that it is inconſiſtent with my Duty 
to the King, and an entire Surrender of my Loyalty, Human Frailry, and too great 2 
Deſire of Life, together with the Perſwaſions of ſeveral who pretended to be my Friends, 
were the Occaſion of it. I truſt, God, of his Infinite Mercy, upon my ſincere Repen- 
tance has forgiven me, and I hope all good Chriſtians will. 


You ſee, my Countrymen, by my Habit, that I die a Son, tho' a very unworthy 


one of the Church of England ; but I wou'd not have you think that I ama Member of the 
Schiſmatical Church, whoſe Biſhops ſet themſelves up, in oppoſition to. thoſe Ortho- 
dox Fathers, who were unlawfully and invalidly deprived by the Prince of Orange. 
T declare that I renounce that Communion, and that I die a dutiful and faithful Mem- 
ber of the Nonjuring Church, which has kept it ſelf free from Rebellion and Schiſm, 
and has preſerved and maintain'd true Orthodox Principles both as to Church and 
State; and I deſire the Clergy, and all Members of the Revolution Church, to conſi- 
der what bottom they ftand upon, when their Succeſſion is grounded upon an unlaw- 
ful and invalid Deprivation of Catholick Biſhops, the only Foundation of which De- 
privation is a pretended Act of Parliament. 

Having ask'd Forgiveneſs for my ſelf, I come now to forgive others; I pardon thoſe, 
who under the Notion of Friendſhip perſwaded me to plead Guilty. I heartily forgive 
all my moft inveterate Enemies, eſpecially the Elector of Hanover, my Lord Townſhend, 
and all others who have been inſtrumental in promoting my Death. Father, forgive 
them! Lord Jeſus have Mercy upon them! and lay not this Sin to their Charge. 

The next Thing I have to do, Chriſtian Friends, is to exhort you all to return to 
our Duty. Remember that King James the Third is your only Rightfu! Sovereign, 
y the Laws of the Land, and the Conſtitution of the Kingdom; and therefore if you 

would perform the Duty of Juſtice to him which is due to all Mankind, you are oblig d 
in Conſcience to do all you can to reſtore him to his Crown, for it is his Right, and no 
Man in the World, befides himſelf, can lawfully claim a Title to ic; and as it is your 
Duty to ſerve him, ſo it is your Intereſt, for till he is reſtor'd the Nation can never be 


happy. You 
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You ſee what Miſeries and Calamities have befallen theſe Kingdoms by the Revolution, 
And I believe you are now.convinc'd by woful Experience, that ſwerving form God's Laws, 
and thereby putting your ſelves out of his Protection, is not the Way to ſecure you 


from thoſe Evils and Misfortunes which you are afraid of in this World; Before the 


Revolution you thought your Religion, Liberties and Properties in danger, and 1 pray 
you to conſider how you have preſerved them by Rebelling 2 Are they not 2 times more 
precar ious than ever? Whocan ſay he is certain of his Life or Eſtate, when he conſiders 
the Proceedingsof the preſent Adminiſtration 2 And as for your Religion, is it not evi- 
dent that the Revolution, inſtead of keeping out Popery, has let in Atheiſm? Do not 
Hereſies abound every Day, and are not the Teachers of falſe Doctrine patronized by the 
Great Men in the Government? This ſnows the Kindneſs and Affection they have for 
the Church: And to give you another Inſtance of their Reſpect and Reverence for it, 
you are now going to ſee a Prieſt of the Church of Exgland murdered for doing his Du- 
ty. For it is not me they ſtrike at ſo particularly: But it is through me that they would 
wound the Prieſthood, bring aDiſgrace upon the Gown, and a Scandal upon my Sacred 
Function: But they would do well to remember, that h& whe deſpiſes Chriſt's Prieſts, de- 
ſpiſes Chriſt; and he who deſpiſes him, deſpiſes him that ſent him. F 

And now Beloved, if you have any Regard to your Country which lies bleeding under 
theſe dreadful Extremities, bring the King to his Juſt and Undoubted Right, That is 


the only way to be freed from theſe Misfortunes, and to ſecure all thoſe Rights and Privi- 


leges which are in Danger at preſent. King James has promiſed to Protect and Defend 
the Churchof England ; he has given his Royal Word to Conſent to ſuch Laws which 
you yourſelves ſhall think neceflary ro be made for its Preſcrvation; and his Majeſty is a 
Prince of thatJuſtice, Virtue and Honour, that you have no manner ofReaſon to doſtbt the 
Performance of his Royal Promiſe. He ſtudies nothing ſo much as how to make you all Eaſie 


and Happy; and whenever he comes to his Kingdom, I doubt not but you will be ſo. 


I ſhall be heartily glad good People, if what I have ſaid has any effect upon you, fo as 
to be inſtrumental in making you perform your Duty; it is out of my Power now to do any 
thing more to ſerve the King, than by imploy ing ſome of the few Minutes I have to live 
in this World, in praying to Almighty God to ſhower down his Bleſſings Spiritual and 
Temporal upon his Head, to Protect him and Reſtore him, to be Favourable to his Un- 


ertaking, to Proſper him here, and to Reward him hereafter. I beſeech the fame Infi- 


nite Goodneſs, to preſerve and defend the Church of England, and to Reſtore it to all its 
juſt Rights and Privileges * And amy, 1 pray @va tare Mciity upbu me, Pardon my Sins, 


and Receive my Soul into his Everlaſting Kingdom, That with the Patriarchs, Prophets, 
Apoſtlesand Martyrs, I may Praiſe and Magnify him for ever and ever. Amen. 

As tomy Body Brethren, I have taken no manner of Care of it; for I value not the 
barbarous Part of the Sentence, of being cut down and quarter'd, when I am once gone, 
I ſhall be out ofthe Reach of my Enemies, and I wiſh had Quarters enough to ſend to 
every Pariſh of the Kingdom, to teſtify, that a Clergyman of the Church of Exgland was 
martyred for being Loyal to his King. |

God, my King, and my Country, and I heartily rejoyce that I am counted 
worthy of ſo great an Honour ; for let not any of you think that I am come to 
a ſhameful and ignominious End, the Truth and Juſtice of the Cauſe for which 
I Suffer, makes my Death a Duty, a Vertue, and an Honour : Remember that 


Ilha dow nmy Lite for aneriwmng thy Bright bf my unf awfnl S 1 1 the 
Third - that I offer my ſelf as a Victim for the Liberties and Hape Sane 


Country, and my beloved fellow Subjects; that I fall a Sacrifice toTyranny, Oppreſſion, 
and Uſurpation; in ſhort, conſider that I ſuffer in Defence of the Commands of God, 
and the Laws and Hereditary Conſtitutiori of the Land, and then know, and be aſſured, 
that Iam not a Traytor but a Martyr. | 

I declare that Idie a true and ſincere Member of the Church of England, but not of the 
Revolution Schiſmatick Church, whoſe Biſhops have ſo rebelliouſly abandoned the King, 
and ſoſhamefully given upthe Rights of the Church, by — to the unlawful In- 
valid Lay Deprivations of the Prince of Orange. The Communion I die in, isthat of the 
true Catholick Non-juring Church of Eigland, and I pray God to proſper aud increaſe 
it, and to grant, if it be his good Pleaſure, that it may riſe again and flouriſh, 

I heartily beg Pardon of all whom I have in any Manner, and atany Time injur'd and 
Offended; 1 do particularly implore Forgiveneſs of God and my King, for having ſo 
far ſwerv'd from my Duty as to comply with the Uſurpation, in ſwearing Allegiance to 
it, and acting in Publick Poſts by the Uſurpers Commiſſions, which were void of all Power 
and Authority.God knows my Heart, I did this at firſt thro? Ignorance andError ; but After 
I had recollefted my ſelf, and inform'd my Judgement better, I repented and drew m 
Sword for the King, and now ſubmit my ſelf to this violent Death for his Sake. I heartt- 
ly pray God, my Penitence and my Sufferings may attone for my former Crimes ; ane 
this I beg, through the Merits, Mediation, and Sufferings of my deareſt Saviour Chriſt 

eſus. 

, I do ſincerely forgive all my Enemies, eſpecially thoſe who have either causdor increay'd 
the Deſtructions in Church or State; I pray God have Mercy upon them and ſpare them, 
becauſe they are the Work of his own Hands, and becauſe they are redeemed with his 
Son's moſt precious Blood, 1 do particularly forgive from the Bottom of my Heart the 
Elector of Brunſwick who murthers me, my unjuſt pretended Judges and Jury whocon- 
victed and condemned me, Mr, Patten and Mr. Carnaby, Evidences who ſwore againſt me 
at my Trial; and 1 do here declare upon the Words of a dying Man ( aud all my 
Northumberland Fellow Priſoners can teſtifythe ſame) that the Evidence they gave was 
ſo far from being the Truth, the whole Truth, and nothing but the Truth, that in Rela- 
tion to my Indictment, they ſwore not one true Thing againſt me, but many abſolute 
Falſhoods. I pray God forgive them, for I am ſure I do. |

Laftly, I forgive all who had any Hand in the Surrender at Preſton, for they have 
ſurrender'd away my Life, and I would ro God that were the only bad Conſequence 
of it; but alas! it is too plain, that the Surrenderers not only Ruin'd many of his 
Majeſty's brave and faithful-Subjeds,..but gave up their King and Country into the 
Bargain; for it was then in their Power to have reſtor'd the King|wich Triumph to 
his Throne, and thereby to have made us a happy People. We had repuls'd our Ene- 
mies at every Attack, and were ready, willing, and able to have Attack'd them on 
our Side ; even our Common Men were Brave, Couragious and Reſolute ; on the other

Might reaſonably have expected my Life would have been ſaved, ſince I had ob- 
tain'd Five Reprieves, but I find that the Duke of Hanover, and his Evil Counſel- 
lors who Guide him, have fo little Virtue and Henour themſelves, that they are re- 
ſolved not to ſpare my Life, becauſe I would not purchaſe it upon Baſe and Diſhonour- 
able Terms. I have Reaſon to think, that at firſt I could have ſecur'd both Life and 
Fortune, if I would have pleaded Guilty; and I doubt not but I might ſince have ob- 
tain'd Favour, if I would have petition'd in a Vile and Scandalous Manner; but I was 
reſoly'd to do nothing whereby I ſhould have diſown'd my King, and denied my Prin- 
ciples ; and I thank my good God, both for inſpiring me with his holy Reſolution, and 
for giving me the Grace to perform it.
